LAUNCHES MAJOR POLICY STUDIES PROGRAM 

The George Washington University today launched a major effort 
to assist government officials in defining and analyzing important

policy issues. 

Named to direct the program is Dr. Louis H. Mayo. He has been 
appointed Vice President for Advanced Policy Studies by University 
President Lloyd H. Elliott. 

For the past six years, Dr. Mayo has served as dean of the 
Graduate School of Public Law at GWU. 

"We feel that George Washington University must become a 
national center where the complex problems facing society can be 
analyzed in a multidisciplinary setting,' said Dr. Elliott. This 
is a particularly appropriate mission for a private university 
located in the Nation's Capital, where the major policy decisions 
are being made."

GWU-NASA GRANT 
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The new dimension in the organization of the University has 

been made possible by an initial grant from the National Aeronautic 
and Space Administration. 

The grant of $750,000, payable over three years, will support 
a program of policy studies in science and technology typical of 
those in the nation's space program. 

The basic objective of the new Policy Studies Program is to 
focus the University's research capability, and that of cooperating 
organizations, on existing and emerging policy issues of major 

importance. 

The program will also carry on a continuing appraisal of the 

appropriate role of the university in the national policy studies 
function. 

Internally, the program will provide faculty assistance to— 
and draw faculty research capabilityfrom-the various schools and 
departments at George Washington. 

It will also assist schools and departments in introducing 
innovational courses in the policy analysis area. 

The NASA-supported program will be coordinated with the 
activities of several existing GWU programs. They are: The 
Center for Natural Resources Policy Studies; the Government 
Contracts Program; the Law, Science and Technology Program; the 

Institute of Law, Psychiatry and Criminology; and the Institute 
for Sino-Soviet Studies.

An innovative method of measuring a child's ability in oral 
communication will be discussed on "A Door Opener” Sunday, Sept.

This University Series program, moderated by Dr. Murdock 
Head, director of the Airlie Foundation, will feature Dr. John 
Dailey, director of The George Washington University Education 
Research Project and developer of the Dailey Language Facility 
Test. 

Ability in verbal self-expression can open educational and 
vocational doors for children. The Dailey test can provide a 
simple measurement of the child's facility with the language he 
normally uses. It can be administered and scored by the average 
teacher in less than ten minutes and provides and indication of

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language facility which is independent of vocabulary, information, 
prooaunciation and grammar. 

The Dailey test was used recently to evaluate a Ford 
Foundation Language Arts program, and the GWU Education Research 
Project has Received a grant from the Office of Economic Opportunity 
to use this test in studying the effects of Project Headstart. 

Dr. Dailey, a member of the President's Council on Mental 
Retardation, feels the test may prove to be a means of identifying 
mentally retarded children at an earlier age.

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GWU PROFESSOR 
BEGINS 50TH YEAR 


This morning, as fall semester classes began at The George 
Washington University, Dr. Elmer Louis Kayser, university historian 
and professor of European History, began his fiftieth year of 
teaching at GWU. 

Dr. Kayser, now 70, was first appointed to the faculty as 
an instructor in History in 1917. Since that time, he has 
impressed 'tens-of-thousands of students as a professor who 
makes history come alive in the classroom. 

Born in Georgetown, D. C., Dr. Kayser was educated in the 
District schools, graduating from Western High School in 1914. 

He attended George Washington, receiving his bachelor's degree 
in 1917, and his master's in 1918. 

He continued graduate study at Johns Hopkins University and 
later received the first sabbatical leave from George Washington 
to attend Columbia University where he completed studies for a 
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Doctor of Philosophy degree in 1932. GWU presented him with an 
honorary Doctor of Laws degree in 1948. 

During his first year of teaching at GWU, Dr. Kayser was 
also assistant librarian, graduate manager of activities and 
registrar of the university. In 1918, at age 21, he was elected 
secretary of the university, a post he held for many years. 

He has also served as University Marshal, Dean of the 
Division of University Students, director of the Summer 
School, and director of the GWU School of Government. 

Following Workd War I, when athletics were resumed at 
George Washington, Dr. Kayser suggested that University teams 
be named Colonials instead of Hatchetites", as they were 
then known. The name was quickly adopted and has endured. 

Although kept busy with administrative duties, Dr. Kayser 
has continued his teaching without interruption. 

He has taught courses in European history, nationalism, 
public speaking, and in current history. His popularity as a 
professor is mirrored by the uniformly large classes which he 
always addresses. On occasion he has been forced to use the 
university's Lisner Auditorium as a classroom. 

As an alumnus of the university, he has been active in the 
affairs of the Alumni Association, serving successively as its 
secretary, treasurer, vice president and president. In 1941, 

GWU honored him with its Alumni Achievement Award for his 
contribution to education and service to the university. -more- 
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For 10 years, Dr. Kayser was active in radio work on local 
station WTOP giving weekly and sometimes daily interpretive 
broadcasts of the news. 

One of his radio series, on the Munich Crisis, was comissioned 
by tbe Star and later published in the paper. 

He has served the American Historical Association as 
treasurer for the last 10 years. He was historian of the 
District of Columbia Sesquicentennial Commission and is an 
active member of the Columbia Historical Society and the 
Association of Oldest Inhabitants. 

Dr. Kayser is a life member of the Advertising Club of 
Washington and served for many years as a member of the 
American Bar Association's Committee for the Improvement of the 
Administration of Justice in the District of Columbia. 

His interest in the problem of World Peace led to membership 
in the American Peace Society. He is also on the editorial - 
beard of the Society's magazine. World Affairs . 

For more than 25 years he has been vice chairman of the 
board of trustees of the Mount Vernon Seminary, and has been a 

member of the board of governors of the National Cathedral School 
for more than 10 years. 

He was a member of the Nurses School Committee of Emergency 
Hospital and St. Elizabeths Hospital.

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The most obvious sign of change on the GW campus this fall 
is a large gaping hold beside Stockton Hall which gives promise 
of better things to come. The hold will become the new Law 
Library to be completed by June 1967. 

The $1.45 million project also will include the renovation 


of Stockton Hall with the installation of air-conditioning, 
elevators and the conversion of the old fourth floor library 
into faculty office space. These renovations will be completed 
by Sept., 1967. 


Elsewhere on campus many other changes have been initiated 
or completed during the summer. 

The remodeling of the old Westview apartment building at 
2123 Eye Street was started on August 24, 1966. This building 
will house, among others, the offices of: the Vice-President 
for Academic Affairs; the Vice-President and Treasurer; Sponsored 
Research; the Business Manager; the Academic Editor; the Dean

Cashier’s Office; Financial Aid; the Director of Admissions; and 
the Registrar. Completion is expected by mid-June, 1967 . 

The relocation of these administrative offices will free 
space in some major classroom and office buildings which will 
be remodeled for academic facilities and faculty offices. 

The All States Hotel, at 514 19th St., leased by the 
University this summer has been remodeled into a residence 

hall for 350 men. It also contains a dining hall which seats 
175. 

Other campus housing additions and changes are: 1914 
G St., acquired Sept. 1, is being renovated to house 24 junior 
transfer women students and two Resident Directors. Completion 
is expected by the weekend of Sept. 24. Strong and Crawford 
Hall were converted back into Women's dorms, and Madison Hall 
into a men's dorm. 

Location changes were extensive during the summer. 2112 
and 2131 G St., which were formerly sorority houses, were 
remodeled into faculty office space for the Anthropology 
Department and parts of the Departments of Business and Public 
Administration. The sororities formerly located in those 
buildings were moved into a newly-purchased building at 2031 
F Street. 
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Other location changes were necessitated by plans to clear 
the site for the new Student Center. They were: Slavic Languages, 
moved from Building X at 1916 H St.; the Sociology Department, 
also formerly in building X was relocated in the remodeled 
south wing of Chapin Hall; Programs in Health Care Administration, 
816 21st St., moved to 2135 H St., and into the Harlan-Brewer 
House; and Offices of the School of Education in Building Y, 

802 21st St., moved to 729 22nd St. 

The Office of Public Relations vacated 2120 Eye St. and 
moved into rented office space at 1750 Pennsylvania Ave. 

Renovations were made in Building W, Room 200 which has 
become the Fred A. Moss Graduate Lounge, a study lounge for the 
Psychology Department. 

The Computer Center has been doubled in size on the first 
floor of Building D. The increase in space is necessary to 
house a new 360 IBM computer. The center will be completed 
by the of this month. 

The physics lecture Hall in Corcoran 100 has been completely 
remodeled with up-to-date seating, demonstration, projection, 
and audio facilities. It will seat 126 in auditorium fashion. 

An additional language laboratory complete with 32 positions 
and a recording studio, editing room, tape library, and language 
supervisor quarters was completed on the third floor of 
Monroe Hall. 
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New labs were also constructed in Building C for the 
Biological Science Department. 

The cartography lab of the Geography Department in Building 
Eye has been remodeled and its equipment up-dated. Also, a 
first floor classroom has been remodeled and air-conditioned. 

It will be used as a combination classroom and seminar room. 

Work has commenced on Lisner Auditorium;s air-consitioning, 
which will be completed and operating by next summer. A new 
two-story structure will be build behind the auditorium to 
house the mechanical equipment for the air-conditioner and 
will also provide eight immediate off-stage dressing rooms 
and a lounge to be used by principal performers. 

The Dimock room of the Auditorium has been converted into 
a gallery lounge and will also serve as an office for Professor 
Douglas Teller, newly appointed University Curator of Art. 

A new telephone system called Centrex went into operation 
at the University on Sept. 3. Designed to make telephoning 
easier and faster, the system permits outside callers to dial 
directly to any GWU office without the problems of peak period 
overload adding 450 new lines to service the University’s 
administration and faculty. 

Two rooms in Building C were remodeled to house the 
system's consoles and operators.

Justice Clark will speak on, "A Hearing Examiners' School-- 
A Proposal". Professor Karlen will discuss "Judicial Education". 
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This year the three-day Seminar includes lectures and 
audience-panel discussions on 11 subjects directly related 
to the conduct of hearings before the various regulatory 
agencies. 

The Honorable Oliver Gasch, District Judge, U.S. District 
Court for the District of Columbia, will be the speaker at 
the Seminar's formal luncheon at the University Club on 
September 28. His topic will be "The Role of the Hearing 
Examiner in the Administration of Justice."

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RECORD TOTALS REPORTED IN 

GWU ANNUAL SUPPORT PROGRAM 

Record-setting totals in both number of donors and 
amounts given have been reported in The George Washington 
University's 1965-66 Annual Support Program which closed 
August 31. 

Donors totaled 4,568 and contributions to the current 
needs of the university totaled $305,283. 

James 0. Wright, president of Federal Mogul Corporation 
af Detroit, national chairman of the 1965-66 campaign, 
announced the results today. 

Dollar collection surpassed the $300,000 goal set for the 
campaign but the number of donors failed to reach the 5,000 
goal. Both figures, however, surpassed the 1964-65 totals. 

During the past year, 947 more individuals and companies 
gave than in the previous year, and an increase of nearly 
$70,000 was recorded. 
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In three years. Annual Support Program collection figures 
have tripled and the number of donors has increased 50 per cent. 

Annual Support at George Washington records the unrestricted 
giving of alumni, parents, students, faculty, friends and 
companies during the academic year. 

Alumni giving is the foundation of the annual solicitation. 
In the 1965-66 campaign, 4,297, or 11 per cent of the 
university's known alumni and former students, made donations.
